Man, son 

recount 

avalanche 


rescue 
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survival In the seconds be¬ 
fore a wall of snow swept 
over them, George Hall 
turned, wrapped his arms 
around his 13-year-old son 
as tightly as he could and 
hugged him. 

The two tumbled togeth¬ 
er down the side of Boulder 
Mountain, tossed like rag 
dolls by the concrete force 
of the avalanche alongside 
whirling snowmobiles and 
dozens of other riders who, 
like them, were blindsided 
by the rushing wave. 

Hall was knocked uncon¬ 
scious, coming to as 
rescuers frantically dug 
him free to see his son was 
still by his side. 

“All I remember is 
running and hollering at 
my kid, and I grabbed him 
and that’s when the snow 
hit us and took us down the 
mountain,” Hall said yester¬ 
day, the day after the dead¬ 
ly avalanche near 
Revelstolce, B.C. 

His son, also named 
George, said he saw stars 
floating in front of his eyes 
as the raging snow tore 
their bags, gloves and hel¬ 
mets from their bodies. 

Hall Sr., who came up 
from Montana for the 
annual Big Iron Shoot-Out, 
was left with a huge gash in 
the back of his head, while 
his son was banged and 
bruised but otherwise OK. 

“There were a bunch of 
sleds on top of us, but 
somebody dug us out,” he 
said, his voice unsteady. 

RCMP confirmed late yes¬ 
terday that the names of 
the two men killed in the 
avalanche were Kurtis 
Reynolds, 33, of 
Strathmore, Alta., and Shay 
Snortland, also 33, of 
Lacombe, Alta.

Tough on the streets 

Students go homeless to raise cash, awareness

There are hard lessons to 
learn in the business 
world but few may be 
harder than the lesson 
learned by about a dozen 
U of A business students 
over the next five days.

Society and to raise aware¬ 
ness for the issue itself.” 

Last year the event raised 
over $15,000. Over the last 
five years, $70,000 has 
been raised. Petersen said 
he hopes to add significant¬ 
ly to that total this year.

“Our prayers go out to 
the families. We still have 
one in the hospital that 
I’m going down to check 
on. We hope that he makes 
it, we pray that he makes 
it. That is the key now,” 
Yachimec said Saturday. 

“They operated on him 
and he came out. They had 
to take him back in for a 
second operation.” 

A police officer who 
rushed to respond to the 
fatal shooting discovered 
that one of the dead men 
was her husband. Police 
say the other dead man 
was the shooter. No names 
have been released. 

Great West employees 
identified the shooter as 
Dave Burns, whom they 
say was recently taken off 
the job for making racially 
charged comments. 

Yachimec declined to 
confirm the name because 
of the ongoing police in¬ 
vestigation. But he said the 
suspect had worked at the 
dealership for more than 
20 years and the fatal 
shooting victim for 15 
years. 

“I had known the man 
for a long time. I just can’t 
figure out what happened. 
He just snapped. Some¬ 
thing went awry somehow. 
I know he was very at¬ 
tached to this dealership,” 
he said.

Tories leave mothers short: Report 


Federal cash for troubled 
pregnancies and 
newborns in Canada 
remains in short supply 
even as the Conservative 
government leads a global 
campaign to improve the 
health of mothers and 
children overseas. 

A newly released report 
praises a national program 
to help high-risk pregnant 
women bear healthy babies 
— but notes the funding 
hasn’t budged in a decade. 

The report echoes anoth¬ 
er analysis last year that 


found Ottawa consistently 
fails to spend the money it 
promises to fight fetal alco¬ 
hol spectrum disorder, 
which leaves newborns 
with a lifetime of afflictions. 

The report, covering the 
five-year period ending in 
2009, found the projects 
have helped thousands of 
pregnant women to quit 
smoking and drinking, to 
eat better, to take vitamins 
and to breastfeed their 
newborns. 

The result was many 
fewer premature births,

• The latest study, an evalua¬ 
tion of the Canada Prenatal 
Nutrition Program, exam¬ 
ined some 330 projects that 
focus on women — poor, iso¬ 
lated, abused or addicted — 
who are likely to have un¬ 
healthy babies because of 
their own bad health. 

better birth weights and 
generally healthier babies, 
all at significant savings 
for health-care budgets in 


more than 2,000 commu¬ 
nities. 

The reduction in the 
number of low-birth-weight 
infants alone saved 
$1.6 million in 
hospital costs, 
says the Novem¬ 
ber 2009 study. 

But the au¬ 
thors also note 
“the last upward 
adjustment to (pro¬ 
gram) funding dates back 
to 1999,” and call on the 
government to “address 
funding stability.” Key rec¬

B.C. avalanche prompts snowmobiling debate

tragedy For “sled-heads,” 
events like the Big Iron 
Shoot-Out are a powerful 
draw into B.C.’s rugged 
baclccountry, offering brag¬ 
ging rights as the main 
prize for participants on 
their high-powered snow¬ 
mobiles. 

But Saturday’s deadly av¬ 
alanche at the annual 
event near Revelstoke, B.C. 
— apparently triggered by 
daredevils climbing up the 
slope in hazardous condi¬ 
tions — has prompted de¬ 
bate even within the tight- 
knit snowmobiling world. 

Even fellow sledders are 
asking whether the 200 
odd people who were out 
on Boulder Mountain 
should have been there. 

There were some heated 
exchanges on online snow¬ 
mobiling forums, where 
users expressed frustration 
that avalanche warnings 
weren’t heeded. 

“Big Iron has a bad name 
already and now this,” 
wrote one user on the web¬ 
site snowandmud.com. 

Another called it 
“dumb” to have held the 


event when conditions 
were considered high risk 
for a slide. 

“Knew this was going to 
happen,” said the post. 
“Kinda pisses me off when 
people are making it 
sound like it wasn’t pre¬ 


ventable.” 

It’s still not clear what 
exactly triggered the slide 
Saturday that killed at 
least two people, but wit¬ 
nesses say a small group 
were high-marking at the 
time — racing up the 


mountain in a competition 
to see who could leave the 
highest mark on the 
mountain. 

The adrenaline-pumping 
contests have been blamed 
for previous avalanches.

Loss of Canadian 
climate research 
funds would be 
felt globally, 
say scientists 

science When government 
funding for a foundation 
dedicated to climate 
research dries up at the 
end of the year, scientists 
say the aftershocks will be 
felt not only in Canada but 
by researchers worldwide. 

The 2010 federal budget, 
unveiled this month, 
offered no new cash to the 
decade-old Canadian Foun¬ 
dation for Climate and At¬ 
mospheric Sciences, a 
group that has been 
financing research on 
everything from melting 
glaciers to drought on the 
Prairies to the thawing 
permafrost. 

The disappearance of a 
foundation that has made 
contributions to global ini¬ 
tiatives on climate change 
is worrying for some in 
the scientific community. 

Through the 
foundation’s networks, 
Canadian scientists have 
contributed to the World 
Climate Research 
Programme and the North 
American Carbon 
Program, the Canadian press

E arlier this month, at the 
height of mid-term ex¬ 
ams, Edmonton Transit 


was put to the test at the 
University of Alberta. 

The test — a referendum 
that asked students if they 
supported the continuation 
of ETS’ universal transit pass 
(U-Pass) program — proved 
to be a calcewallc, with 89 per 
cent voting to continue the 
program. 

Nick Dehod, the students’ 
union president, is now talk¬ 
ing about expanding the pro¬ 


gram. One goal? To see com¬ 
munities such as Spruce 
Grove and Leduc step on 
board. 

That Dehod wants to capi¬ 
talize on the success of the 
U-Pass comes as no surprise: 
Transit service and ridership 
at the U of A are at an all- 
time high. What is stunning, 
however, is that the initia¬ 
tive continues to gamer such 
strong support from stu-

dents despite steady increas¬ 
es in the cost. When the U- 
Pass was first implemented 
in the 2007-08 school year, U 
of A students paid $75 a 


term for the program. By 
2012-13, however, students 
will be paying $116 a term. 

Over the next couple 
weeks, the U-Pass will be put 
through more exams as 
Grant MacEwan students 
vote on whether to continue 
the program, and NAIT stu¬ 
dents vote for the first time 
on whether they want to 
join the U-Pass party. 

The outcome at these two 


schools is not so clear. At the 
U of A, a simple 50-per-cent- 
plus-one majority was need¬ 
ed to renew the program. At 
MacEwan, however, 60 per 
cent of students will need to 
vote in favour for it to con¬ 
tinue; at NAIT, two-thirds 
will need to vote “Yes.”

The Vatican yesterday de¬ 
nied that its celibacy 
requirement for priests 
was the root cause of the 
clerical sex abuse scandal 
convulsing the church in 
Europe and again defend¬ 
ed the pope’s handling of 
the crisis. 

Suggestions that the 
celibacy rule was in part 
responsible for the “de¬ 
viant behaviour” of sexual¬ 
ly abusive priests have 
swirled in recent days, 
with opinion pieces in Ger¬ 
man newspapers blaming 
it for fuelling abuse and 
even Italian commentators 
questioning the rule. Much 
of the furor was spurred by 
comments from one of the 
pope’s closest advisers, Vi¬ 
enna archbishop Cardinal 


Christoph Schoenborn, 
who called last week for an 
honest examination of is¬ 
sues like celibacy and 
priestly education to root 
out the origins of sex 
abuse. 

“Part of it is the question 
of celibacy, as well as the 
subject of character devel¬ 
opment. And part of it is a 
large portion of hon¬ 
esty, in the 
church but also 
in society,” he 
wrote in the on¬ 
line edition of 
his diocesan 
newsletter. 

His office quickly 
stressed that Schoenborn 
wasn’t calling into ques¬ 
tion priestly celibacy, 
which Pope Benedict XVI 


reaffirmed as recently as 
Friday as an “expression of 
the gift of oneself to God 
and others.” 

In the days following 
Schoenborn’s editorial, 
several prominent prelates 
shot down any suggestion 
that the celibacy rule had 
anything to do with the 
scandal, the associated press

Bombs a ‘warning': Taliban

The Taliban yesterday 
called their deadly bomb 
attacks on the southern 
city of Kandahar a warning 
to NATO's top general that 
the insurgents were ready 
for the war's next major of¬ 
fensive in their heartland. 

The series of bombings 
that demolished buildings 
and killed dozens — in¬ 
cluding 10 people at a wed¬ 
ding — prompted the 
provincial governor to 
plead for more security in 
the area. 

Fearful residents said 
they had no confidence 
that either government or 
foreign troops can protect 
them. 

Taliban spokesman Qari 
Yousef Ahmadi said the 
Saturday night attacks 
proved the insurgents 
were still able to operate 
despite the buildup of 
Afghan and international 
troops in preparation for a 
push into Kandahar 
province. 

A Taliban-linlced website 
called the attacks in the 
south’s largest city a 
“warning” to NATO’s Gen. 
Stanley McChrystal, who 
has said coalition forces 
will target Kandahar later 


this year after driving the 
insurgents from a key 
stronghold in neighbour¬ 
ing Helmand province. 

“Gen. McChrystal has 
said that soon they will 
start their operations, and 
now we have already start¬ 
ed our operations,” Ahma¬ 
di told The Associated 
Press in a telephone inter¬ 


view. “With all the prepa¬ 
rations they have taken, 
still they are not able to 
stop us.” 

However, Ministry of In¬ 
terior spokesman Zemeri 
Bashary said the attacks 
failed to achieve their 
main objective, which was 
apparently to repeat the 
success of a 2008 suicide 


bombing at the prison 
gates that freed hundreds 
of criminals and suspected 
insurgents. 

Canadian troops had re¬ 
cently reinforced the lock¬ 
up with cement block, so 
Saturday’s blast did not 
break through and no in¬ 
mates escaped this time.

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Canadian dollar flirts with parity

The latest inflation data 
could move the Canadian 
dollar even closer to parity 
with the U.S. dollar this 
week after a strong 
employment report Friday 
sent the loonie surging. 

The currency ended the 
week at 98.2 cents US and 
during the course of Friday 
trading came within about 
a cent and a half of parity — 
its highest level since July 
2008. The loonie hasn’t 
been level with the green¬ 


back since May 2008. 

The reason for the curren¬ 
cy’s latest runup was a bet¬ 
ter than expected Canadian 
employment report for Feb- 
ruaiy. Statistics Canada re¬ 
ported that 21,000 jobs 
were created last month, 
better than the 15,000 that 
had been expected by many 
economists. The unemploy¬ 
ment rate fell to 8.2 per 
cent from 8.3 per cent. 

The report served to fur¬ 
ther convince currency 


traders that the Bank of 
Canada will move to raise 
interest rates mid-year. 

And pressure on the dol¬ 
lar could build at the end of 
this week when the Febru- 
aiy Consumer Price Index is 
released. 

“If we get a surprisingly 


high reading on that front, 
then expectations of Bank 
of Canada interest rates 
hikes will just build incredi¬ 
bly and that could be the 
trigger that pushes us 
through parity if that CPI re¬ 
port is higher than expect¬ 
ed,” said Doug Porter, 


deputy chief economist at 
BMO Capital Markets. 

“It sounds a bit 
counterintuitive 
to see a strong 
inflation report 
being good for a 
currency, but 
that’s the way 
currency markets 
read this, at least over 
the short term, is that 
strong inflation equals in¬ 
terest rate hikes, which 
equals a more robust cur¬ 


rency.

“To date, the material re¬

Bringing work home regu¬ 
larly from the office is 
something many of us 
do—about 50 per cent, ac¬ 
cording to a recent Univer¬ 


sity of Toronto work-life 
study. And not surprising¬ 
ly, it intrudes into our per¬ 
sonal lives. 

“Nearly half the popula¬ 
tion reports that people 
bring work home ‘some¬ 
times’ or ‘frequently,’ which 
is particularly concerning 


given that the negative 
health impacts of an imbal¬ 
ance between work life and 
private life are well docu¬ 
mented,” said University of 
Toronto sociology professor 
and lead researcher Scott 
Schieman. 

Schieman and his col¬ 


leagues measured the ex¬ 
tent to which work was in¬ 
terfering with personal 
time using data from a na¬ 
tional survey of 1,800 work¬ 
ers. They found it to be high 
among several types of 
workers, including those 
employed in “high-status” 
areas, and those who work 
in stressful workplaces. 

The high-status workers 
reporting interference are 
ones with job authority, 
high job skills, high person¬ 
al earnings, and decision¬ 
making latitude. These are 
people who are more likely 
to be university or college- 
educated, or to be profes¬ 
sionals, such as lawyers or 
doctors. 

“People who are well-edu¬ 
cated, professionals and 
those with job-related re¬ 
sources report that their 
work interferes with their 
personal lives more fre¬ 
quently, reflecting what we 
refer to as “the stress of 
higher status,” reports 
Schieman. 

In fact, a high-status 
worker who puts in long 
hours (50 hours or more per 
week) and has some or com¬ 
plete control over their 
work schedule is associated 
even more strongly with 
work interference at home. 

High-status workers may 
have benefits and perks as¬ 
sociated with their jobs, and 
that may help soften the 
impact of taking work 
home, but it doesn’t change 
the reality that work often 
takes a large bite out of 
their personal life, says 
Schieman. 

Another type of worker 


who has a high level of 
work interference into their 
private life is one who 
works in a stressful work 
environment with prob¬ 
lems such as interpersonal 
conflict, job insecurity, or a 
high-pressure situation. 
These workers don’t have 
much power to set the pac¬ 
ing of their work. 

If you are in this unenvi¬ 
able position, you may want 
to renegotiate the timing of 
your work. 

“Note that excessive pres¬ 
sures are less problematic 
for those with control over 
the pace of their work,” says 
Schieman. 

And when that isn’t the 
case, such as it is among 
some high-status workers, it 
may help to “recognize that 
sometimes higher-status 
work is a key contributor to 
stress that results in a work- 
family imbalance,” he says. 


Better balance 

Here are some tips for a bet¬ 
ter work/life balance: 

Look after your health first. 
Get enough sleep, eat regular¬ 
ly and choose healthy food 
options, take time out for re¬ 
laxation and exercise at least 
three times a week; 

Schedule “me" time regular¬ 
ly to get away from it all. Even 
an hour a week is important 
to decompress and regain 
perspective; 

Manage your time more ef¬ 
fectively by creating to-do 
lists, prioritizing tasks, and set¬ 
ting time limits; 

Learn to say no; 

Separate work and family 
life; 

Use your annual leave; 

Consider taking a career 
break or a “sabbatical" leave 
when needed.

In the chaotic few 
moments between the 
end of the game and his 
march to the podium, 
Kevin Koe stood near the 
corner of the ice, smiling 
and just a little stunned 
as he soaked in the spot¬ 
light for the first time in 
his career. 

The Alberta skip won the 
Tim Hortons Brier on his 
very first try, upending a 
previously undefeated On¬ 
tario team to claim the 
Canadian men’s curling 
championship last night. 

Koe made his best shots 
when the tension was 
highest, carving his first 
indelible imprint on the 
national stage with a 6-5 
triumph in an extra end 
against Glenn Howard. 

“We beat them as a 
team,” Koe said. “It just 
makes it feel that much 
better.” 

Carla Koe, his wife, was 
more expressive. 

“They’ve been a world- 
class team for a long time, 
but this is their first major 
breakthrough,” she said 
between excited phone 
calls in the stands. 

Koe sent the game into 
an extra end with a bril¬ 
liant hit in the 10th end, 
and drew for one in the 


11th to seal the victory. On 
top of claiming $40,000 as 
the winner, Koe and his 
teammates have won the 
right to represent Canada 
at the world championship 
next month in Cortina 
d’Ampezzo, Italy. 

Koe had never made it to 
the Brier before this year, 
an absence due in no small 
part to an accident in geog¬ 
raphy that has forced him 
to share not only a 
province, but a city with 
iconic Edmonton-based 


rinks skipped by Kevin 
Martin and Randy Ferbey. 

Koe moved to Alberta 
from his home in the 
Northwest Territories to 
study commerce at the 
University of Calgary. He 
remained in the province 
to compete against its elite 
class of curlers, having no 
way of knowing his ap¬ 
prenticeship would last for 
the better part of a decade, 
as Martin and Ferbey con¬ 
tinued their dominance.

Haim death probed 


Actor's name found on prescription linked to drug ring 


The name of the late 
Toronto-born actor Corey 
Haim was found on a 
fraudulent prescription for 
a powerful painkiller that 
authorities said Friday was 
obtained through a major 
drug ring. 

California Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Jeny Brown’s office 
said records of the prescrip¬ 
tion in the name of the for¬ 
mer teen heartthrob were 
found during an investiga¬ 
tion of the ring that illegally 
obtained prescription pads 
and used the stolen identi¬ 
ties of doctors to fill them 
out. 

“Corey Haim’s death is 
yet another tragedy linked 
to the growing problem of 
prescription drug abuse,” 
Brown said in a statement. 
“This problem is increasing¬ 
ly linked to criminal organi¬ 
zations, like the illegal and 
massive prescription drug 
ring under investigation.” 

Los Angeles County coro¬ 
ner’s officials, however, said 
they have not yet deter¬ 
mined what killed the 38- 
year-old Haim last week. 
The actor is expected to be

buried at a private funeral 
in Toronto, which could 
take place as early as today. 

State law enforcement 
authorities said they were 
investigating the drug ring 
and how the name of Haim, 
who battled addiction for 
years, appeared on the pre¬ 
scription. 

Javier Salaiz, an investiga¬ 
tor with the state attorney 
general’s office, said author¬ 
ities have not yet confirmed 
that Haim actually filled the 
prescription or if someone 
was using his name to ac¬ 
quire the prescription. 

However, a person famil¬ 
iar with the investigation 
who spoke on condition of 
anonymity because the case 
is ongoing said Haim may 
have been doctor shopping. 

Assistant Chief Coroner 
Ed Winter said four pre¬ 
scription drug bottles bear¬ 
ing the actor’s name were 
found in the apartment 
where he collapsed, but all 
those drugs had been pro¬ 
vided by a doctor who had 
been treating the actor. 

The coroner’s office has 
declined to state what med¬ 
ications were discovered, 
but said no illegal drugs 
were found. 

Winter said no determi¬ 
nation had been made 
about Haim’s cause of 
death, and toxicology tests 
would not be available for 
at least a month. 

He said he had not been 
contacted by the attorney 
general’s office. 

“It surprises me that Jeriy 
Brown would come out and 
give a cause of death,” he 
said. 

Brown said later in an in¬ 


terview that he didn’t know 
what killed Haim. 

Haim’s agent, Mark 
Heaslip, said his client’s 
medications were pre¬ 
scribed by an addiction spe¬ 
cialist who was working 
with the actor. He said he 


thinks, based on what 
Haim’s mother has told 
him, the actor may have 
had an adverse reaction to 
the medication because he 
was ill. “I don’t think Corey 
overdosed, not at all,” he

The ‘Socalled’ film 

Documentary on musician debuts on YouTube 



A documentary about Ottawa-born, Montreal-based musician 
Socalled, a.k.a. Josh Dolgin, will debut in the U.S. on Tuesday. 


The National Film Board 
of Canada will debut a 
documentary about Mon¬ 
treal-based musician So- 
called on YouTube in the 
U.S. this week. 

The “Socalled” Movie 
will be available to Ameri¬ 
cans on the YouTube Video 
Rental Service on Tuesday. 

That’s the same day So- 
called — who was born 
Josh Dolgin in Ottawa — 
performs at the South By 
Southwest festival in 
Austin, Texas. 

This is the first time the 
NFB, which co-produced 
The “Socalled” Movie with 
reFrame Films, has made 
such a deal with YouTube. 

The NFB says the collabo¬ 
ration was a perfect fit for 
this particular movie since 
Socalled — who fuses mu¬ 
sic from different cultures 
and eras — has a strong 
presence in the U.S. and is 
a hit on YouTube. 

The YouTube Video 
Rental Service launched at 
the recent Sundance Film 
Festival and isn’t yet avail¬ 
able to Canadians. 

The NFB says a Canadian 


theatrical rollout of The 
“Socalled” Movie will be 
announced later this year. 

In the past, the NFB has 
programmed its own 
YouTube channel and fea¬ 
tured some of its anima¬ 
tion on YouTube’s online 
screening room. 


It’s also collaborated 
with YouTube on an online 
short-film competition at 
the Cannes Film Festival. 

The “Socalled” Movie, di¬ 
rected by Gariy Beitel, was 
shot in Montreal, New 
York, France and Ukraine.

Leno 
took advantage of curiosity 
over his return and a 
strong lineup of guests, in¬ 
cluding Olympic stars and 
Sarah Palin. It was a half¬ 
million more than he aver¬ 
aged his last season at 
Tonight. 

It’s been much closer the 
second week. Through 
four nights, Leno is averag¬ 
ing 4.3 million viewers and 
Letterman has 4 million. 

Considering Leno usual¬ 
ly beat Letterman by a mil¬ 
lion and a half during their 
last season of competition, 
that’s a sign of erosion for 
NBC’s late-night franchise. 
Letterman consistently 
beat Conan O’Brien after 
O’Brien took over last year.
